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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: JP'934 teaches a steel having nitride diameter and 
nitride distribution ranges that overlap those recited by the claims. Applicants pointed out that specific examples in table 2 of JP934 contain 
an average BN diameter ranging from 0.01 1 to 0.032um, which are outside the claimed average BN diameter of 0.08 urn or more. It is the 
Examiner's position that JP'934 still broadly teaches an average BN diameter of > 0.01 urn and composite precipitates containing BN having 
an average diameter of 0.005 to 0.50 urn that overlap and therefore suggest inventive claimed average BN diameter range of > 0.08. To 
distinguish claims over prior art, Applicants will need to demonstrated (e.g. by comparative data) that >0.08 urn is somehow critical and 
productive of new and unexpected results. Note Test data in Table 3 of Applicants' specification discloses examples having an average 
grain diameter ranging from 0.02 to 0.06um yet are listed as representative of the present invention and also exhibit properties similar to 
examples having a grain size diameter of > 0.08 urn . Hence claims would not patentably distinguish over JP'934 . 
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
